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PEEFACE 


The  classification  of  the  literature  relating  to  the 
agricultiiral  sciences  is  of  major  importance  in  an 
agricnltural  library.  ITone  of  the  v;ell-knovm  and  available 
Schemes  is  arranged  so  that  it  may  "be  used  effectively. 
Years  ago  I  made  a  study  of  all  of  them  and,  finally, 
after  spending  some  time  in  1/ashington,  D.  C,  uith  the 
late  I'liss  Clarihel  S.  Barnett,  then  Librarian  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  Library,  v/ith  her  assistance 
and  cooperation  I  rearranged  the  Scheme  used  in  that 
library  to  fit  the  needs  of  this  one.  Ever  since,  that 
Scheme  has  been  used  here.  This  Scheme  has  been  revised 
three  times,  the  third  one  being  made  in  19^8. 

After  months  of  v;ork  the  fourth  edition  has  been 
completed.   I  realize  that  it  is  far  from  perfect. 
Collections  grov;  and  new  lines  of  research  develop  that 
were  never  thought  of  even  fifteen  or  tv;enty  years  ago. 
Eegardless  of  hov;  flexible  a  Scheme  is,  very  often  it  is 
necessary  to  add  or  to  expand  a  class  in  a  v/ay  that  is 
displeasing  to  the  classifier.  Even  so,  it  is  the  only 
solution  to  arranging  library  holdings  on  the  shelves 
so  that  they  may  be  found  v;ith  a  minimujn  amount  of  effort 
on  the  part  of  both  library  staff  and  library  patron. 

For  the  past  tv;o  years  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
International  Association  of  Agricultural  Librarians  and 
Documental  is  ts  has  been  v;orking  on  a  revision  of  the 
trilingual  Classification  Scheme  of  Agiri cultural  Sciences 
v/hich  was  published  by  the  former  International  Institute 
of  Agriculture,  Rome,  in  19^2.   It  is  hoped  that  this 
Scheme  v:ill  be  completed  and  published  v;ithin  another 
year.  But  if  it  is,  it  v;ill  largely  reflect  the  European 
methods  of  classification  and  v;ill  probably  require  many 
changes  and  modifications  before  it  could  apply  to  such 
a  library  as  this  one. 
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As  I  stated  "before,  I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Barnett 
for  her  enthusiasm  and  assistance  in  getting  me  started 
on  the  first  adaptation  of  that  library's  Classification 
Scheme.  [This  fourth  edition  has  been  extended  and  in- 
corporates all  the  additions  and  changes  made  since  19^8,
